The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Luzerne  County  Prison  have 
the  honor  to  make  the  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  state  and  condition 
of  said  Prison  and  the  persons  confined  therein,  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  thirteenth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight.    The  facts  in  relation  to  the 

[prisoners,  which  are  required  to  be  noticed  by  said  Act,  will  be  found 
particularly  set  forth  in  the  tables  hereto  annexed  and  made  part  of  this 

"*  report,  a  classification  of  the  most  important  of  which  is  here  given. 
Some  other  facts  have  been  added  for  public  consideration.

VAGRANTS. 

Some  observations  were  made  in  last  year's  report  in  reference  to  a 
class  of  men  who  had  but  recently  arisen  among  us,  but  the  number  of 
whom  had  increased  so  rapidly  and  were  assuming  a  character  which 
threatened  serious  and  manifold  evils  to  the  community.  They  are 
known  as  "  Tramps,"  and  have  spread  throughout  the  whole  country, 
exhibiting  a  peculiar  form  of  the  general  disease  with  which  the  body 
politic  is  now  afflicted.  As  was  remarked  in  the  last  report,  "  Many  of 
these  vagabonds  have  found  their  way  into  our  prison,  either  as  drunk- 
ards, vagrants,  or  convicts  of  petty  crimes,  sent  up  by  Mayors,  Burgesses, 
Justices,  &c."  The  number  in  our  prison  for  the  year  1875  was  3°9  > 
for  the  year  1876,  365 — showing  an  increase  of  56,  or  about  18  percent., 
notwithstanding  they  are  fed  in  our  prison  on  but  half  fare. 

A  suggestion  accompanied  our  last  report,  that  "A  law  should  be 
passed  authorizing  and  requiring  the  proper  authorities  of  the  town,  bor- 
ough, city  or  county,  to  employ  such  men  at  work  on  the  roads  and 
streets,"  &c,  and  in  accordance  therewith  such  a  law  was  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature  (see  Pamphlet  Laws  1876,  page  154),  but 
it  has  failed  to  reduce  the  numbers  of  these  traveling  vagrants  and  render

HEALTH  OF  PRISON. 

« 

The  general  health  of  the  Prison  for  the  past  year  has  been  fully  up 
to  the  former  standard.  No  death  has  occurred,  nor  has  any  serious  ill- 
ness or  epidemic  prevailed  for  the  past  year.  No  person  has  died  in  the 
prison  since  the  13th  of  July,  1873,  about  three  and  a  half  years.  The 
number  of  inmates  during  all  that  period  ranged  from  46  to  114,  making 
a  general  average  of  near  80  persons.  The  average  for  the  last  year 
was  90. 

No  person  has  died  in  the  Prison  since  it  was  first  used  for  confining 
persons  therein  whose  death  could  be  traced  in  the  remotest  degree  to 
any  cause  originating  in  the  prison.  Most  of  the  prisoners  when  brought 
to  the  Prison  are  afflicted  with  some  disease,  and  in  every  case  the  pris- 
oners have  left  the  Prison  in  better  health  than  when  they  entered  it. 
The  Report  of  the  Physician  herewith  presented  will  show  the  number 
and  character  of  cases  treated  during  the  past  year.  Good  order  pre- 
vails in  every  department.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  resort  to 
any  unusual  punishment  in  any  case. 

'  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  still  continue  religious  ser- 
vices at  the  Prison.  Tracts  and  religious  periodicals  have  been  supplied 
to  the  prisoners,  and  are  largely  read  by  them. 

The  system  of  solitary  confinement  is  still  adhered  to,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  only  proper  system  for  keeping  prisoners,  particularly  . 
criminals.  The  keeper  has  been  compelled  to  depart  from  this  system 
occasionally  during  the  past  year  on  account  of  the  great  number  of  per- 
sons in  confinement,  but  he  always  returned  to  it  again  when  the  occa- 
sion for  the  departure  passed  away. 

MANUFACTURING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  manufacturing  department  does  not  show  a  profit  equal  to  that 
of  the  last  year,  owing  to  the  stringency  in  the  finances  of  the  country 
and  consequent  falling  off  in  the  demand  for  our  work.  Two  knitting 
machines  have  been  purchased  and  used  during  part  of  the  year  and  are 
found  to  be  profitable.  Under  favorable  circumstances  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that  the  manufacturing  department  can  be  enlarged  and  made  to  pay 
the  greater  part  of  the  expense  of  the  Prison. 
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There  still  continues  to  be  a  constant  increase  in  the  number  of  per 
sons  seeking  a  home  in  our  Prison.

The  officers  in  immediate  charge  of  the  Prison  have  performed  their 
duties  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner  and  merit  the  thanks  of  all  inter- 
ested in  the  successful  carrying  on  of  the  operations  of  the  Prison. 

Notwithstanding  the  increase  in  the  number  of  prisoners  in  confine- 
ment, the  expenses  of  the  Prison  have  been  decreased  about  Six  Hundred 
Dollars.  This  has  resulted  from  the  fact  that  a  deduction  of  ten  per 
cent,  was  made  in  the  amount  for  keeping  the  regular  prisoners  and 
about  53  per  cent,  in  the  amount  paid  for  keeping  tramps,  they  being  fed 
on  half  rations  instead  of  full  rations  as  formerly.  It  was-  supposed  that 
the  deduction  in  the  rations  would  diminish  the  number  of  such  prisoners, 
but  it  has  not  had  that  effect.    The  increase  has  been  herein  before  noted.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  ATTENDING  PHYSICIAN  OF  THE  LUZERNE  COUNTY  PRISON. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Luzerne  County  Prison  : 

Gentlemen  ■ — -In  presenting  my  annual  report  of  cases  treated  in 
the  Prison  during  the  year  (which  is  herewith  appended),  I  would  refer 
you  more  particularly  to  the  large  number  of  special  diseases,  of  which 
only  a  small  proportion  originated  within  the  Prison,  and  no  disease  of  an 
epidemic  character  has  appeared.  The  cases  of  epilepsy  were  of  a  severe 
type  and  the  patients  still  remain  in  the  Prison,  and  some  measure  should 
be  taken  to  have  them  removed  to  a  place  better  adapted  for  the  treat- 
ment of  such  cases. 

I  have  made  during  the  year  three  hundred  and  fifty-two  visits,  ot 
which  only  two  were  at  night.  Several  of  the  inmates  were  very  ill,  but 
it  is  a  pleasant  fact  to  note  that  there  has  not  been  a  single  death,  which 
may  be  attributed  to  prompt  treatment  and  good  nursing  given  by  the 
Warden  and  his  assistants.  And  here  let  me  say  that  the  Warden  and 
his  assistants  have  always  kindly  assisted  me  in  the  management  of  the  sick. 

I  heartily  approve  the  resolution  adopted  by  your  honorable  body 
prohibiting  the  use  of  tobacco  in  the  Prison.  Thus  far  I  have  seen  no 
injurious  effects,  but  on  the  contrary  beneficial  both  to  the  patient  and 
in  promoting  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Prison,  and  I  would  urge  that 
the  resolution  be  not  repealed.

As  examined,  adjusted  and  settled  by  the  Board  of  County  Auditors. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  and  for  the  County  of 
Luzerne : 

In  the  month  of  March,  A.  D.  1877,  William  E.  Whyte  and  George  H.  Squire,  two  of  the 
Auditors  of  said  County,  resigned  their  offices  without  having  audited,  or  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  auditing,  the  accounts  of  County  Officers  for  the  year  1876.  On  the  28th  day  of  March, 
a  d  1877  Lyman  H.  Bennett  and  the  said  William  E.  Whyte,  two  of  the  undersigned,  were, 
by  your  Honorable  Court,  appointed  Auditors  of  said  County,  to  fill  the  vacancies  occasioned 
by  the  resignations  referred  to.  and  thereupon,  after  first  being  duly  sworn,  according  to 
law  and  after  having  filed  their  respective  oaths  of  office  in  the  office  of  the  Prothonotary, 
of  said  Court,  they  met  in  the  County  Auditors'  office,  in  the  Court  House,  at  Wilkes-Barre, 
and  began  the  duties  of  their  appointments.  On  the  10th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1877,  J .  C.  Coon, 
the  third  member  of  the  Board  of  Auditors  in  and  for  said  County,  also  resigned  his  office 
without  having  performed  any  of  the  duties  pertaining  thereto  since  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year, and  without  having  met  with  the  other  Auditors :  and  on  the  day  last  afore 
said  P.  He  Lacy,  one  of  the  undersigned,  was,  by  your  Honorable  Court,  appointed  Auditor 
of  said  County,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  last  referred  to,  and 
thereupon,  after  first  being  duly  sworn,  according  to  law,  and  after  havingifiled  his  oath 
of  office  with  the  Prothonotary  aforesaid,  he.  the  said  DeLaey,  also  entered  upon  the  duties 
of  his  appointment  with  the  other  members  of  the  Board,  and  the  said  Lyman  H.  Bennett, 
William  E  Whyte  and  P.  DeLacy  having  continued  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices  from  the 
days  respectively  011  which  their  labors  began,  until  the  present,  now  respectfully  submit  the 
result  of  a  portion  of  such  labors  in  the  following  report.  . 

Bv  the  act  of  March  31st,  1876,  the  fees  heretofore  belonging  to  certain  County  Offices  are 
required  to  be  collected  by  the  persons  holding  such  offices,  for  the  use  of  the  County  of 
Luzerne,  and  paid  into  the  County  Treasury  each  month,  and  by  the  same  act  annual  sal- 
aries to  be  paid  by  the  County,  are  prescribed  for  the  County  Officers  of  Luzerne  in  the 
nlace  of  fees  and  per  diem  allowances  heretofore  belonging  to  such  officers,  and  such  sala- 
ries are  made  payable  monthly  in  some  instances  and  quarterly  in  others ;  but  those  officers 
whose  salaries  are  to  be  paid  monthly  are  only  to  receive  the  full  amount  fixed  by  the  act, 
when  the  amount  collected  by  them  as  fees  of  their  offices  and  turned  over  to  the  treasury, 
and  the  fees  earned  by  their  offices,  for  which  the  County  is  liable  under  pre-existing  laws, 
eaual  the  salaries  mentioned  by  said  act.  .    ,      .  ... 

Under  this  law  the  class  of  County  Officers  last  referred  to,  are  required  each  month  to 
render  to  the  County  Auditors  an  account  of  fees  collected,  and  of  tees  earned,  for  which 
the  County  is  liable,  and  the  Auditors  are  required  as  often  to  examine  and  verify  such 
accounts  in  order  that  the  Treasurer  and  Commissioners  may  know  what  amount  of  sala- 

iy  %  those  County  Officers  coming  within  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  March  31st  1876, 
for  the  present  year,  the  Prothonotary,  District  Attorney  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Courts  are 
required  to  account  and  have  accounted  monthly  to  the  Auditors  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
latter  have  examined  and  verified  such  accounts  up  to  the  present  time ;  but  as  there  seems 
to  be  no  law  requiring  it  to  be  set  forth  in  this  connection,  the  Auditors  omit  from 1  then- 
report  the  result  of  that  portion  of  their  labors  last  referred  to,  and  would  say  that  they 
have  audited.settled  and  adjusted  the  accounts  of  the  following  named  officers, of  1 lie ;  County 
for  the  year  1876,  (each  of  which  officers  having  had  personal  notice  of  the  pendancy  of 
their  accounts  before  the  Auditors,  and  having  been  m  attendance  before  at  different 
times  during  their  sessions),  Samuel  Line,  N.  N.  Dean  and  Peter  Jennings  County  Com- 
missioners r-Tohn  McNeish,  jr.,  County  Treasurer:  Michael  Zimmerman  late  Clerk  of  the 
Courts,  and  William  P.  Kirkendall,  Sheriff  of  the  County,  whose  account  tor  thfiyeja  1875 
has  also  been  audited,  settled  and  adjusted,  it  having  been  omitted  by the .Auditors of  1876, 
and  the  said  Kirkendall  having  also  had  notice  of  the  settlement  of  this  account  by  the 
present  Auditors.  The  findings  of  the  Auditors  are  first  set  forth  m  the  following  state 
accounts  and  schedules  to  which  they  make  special  reference  as  a  pait  of  then  lepoit. 
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REMARKS. 


It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  foregoing  are  included  the  accounts  of  the  County  Treasurer 
John  McNeish.  jr.,  with  the  Commonweaitn  of  Pennsylvania,  for  moneys  received  from 
liquor  licenses,  mercantile  licenses,  &c,  during  the  year  1876,  which  accounts,  perhaps,  do 
oot  strictly  come  within  the  jurisdiction,  of  the  County  Auditors  as  defined  by  statute.  With 
reference  to  these  the  Auditors  find  that  it  has  been  customary  with  their  predecessors  in 
office  to  make  a  statement  of  some  kind  for  the  benefit  of  the  Auditor  General  and  State 
Treasurer  at  Harrisburg,  and  to  forward  the  same  to  them  without  including  it  in  the  report 
made  to  your  Honorable  Court.  These  accounts  the  Auditors  deem  it  not  improper  to 
submit  herewith  as  a  part  of  their  findings,  and  as  matters  in  which  the  taxpayers  of  the 
county  have  a  general  interest. 

The  Auditors  find  as  will  also  be  seen  in  the  foregoing  accounts. 

First— That  there  was  due  to  the  county  on  the  31  st  day  of  December,  1876,  from  the 
County  Commissioners,  Samuel  Line,  N.  N.  Dean  and  Peter  Jennings,  the  sum  of  seven  hun 
•dred  and  fifty  dollars  and  eight  cents. 

Second — That  on  the  same  day  there  was  due  to  the  county  from  John  McNeish.  jr., 
County  Treasurer,  the  following  sums  of  money  belonging  to  the  several  funds  required  to 
be  kept  separately  by  him,  viz : 

To  the  County  Fund  the  sum  of  twenty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  in  which  is  included  Wilkes-Barre  borough  b'onds 
to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars. 
To  the  County  Bridge  Fund  the  sum  of.  fourteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  dollars'  and  thirty-three  cents. 
To  the  Militia  Fund  the  sum  of  eighty-two  dollars  and  thirty-four  cents. 
To  the  School  Fund  the  sum  of  five  thousand  and  thirty-three  dollars  and  sixty-one 
cents. 

To  the  Road  Fund  the  sum  of  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  one  dollars  and  seven 
teen  cents. 

To  the  Poor  Fund  the  sum  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars 

and  sixty-eight  cents. 
To  the  Bounty  Fund  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars. 
To  the  Fund  for  the  use  of  Purchasers  at  Treasurer's  Sales  the  sum  of  one  hundred 

and  eleven  dollars  and  ninety-four  cents. 
To  the  School  Fund,  arising  from  dog  tax,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  one  dollars 
and  seventy-one  cents,  making  a  total  amount  due  county  from  said  Treasurer, 
John  McNeish,  jr.,  in  the  accounts  last  named,of  fifty-four  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  six  dollars  and  three  cents,  and,  further,  that  in  his  account  with  the  county 
for  State  taxes  on  Bank  shares,  there  was  due  from  said  Treasurer  the  additional 
sum  of  four  thousand  ninety-one  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  and  that  the  account 
of  said  Treasurer  with  the  county  for  State  taxes  collected  was  balanced  on  the 
said  31st  day  of  December,  1876. 
Third— That  at  the  present  time  there  is  due  the  county  from  Michael  Zimmerman,  late 
Clerk  of  the  Courts,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  fifty- 
nine  cents,  being  a  balance  of  the  costs  and  liquor  fines  in  criminal  cases  collected  by  him 
during  the  year  1876,  for  the  use  of  the  county,after  allowing  him  the  full  amount  to  which  he 
is  entitled  for  fees  earned  and  chargeable  upon  the  county  during  same  period,and  charging 
him,  first,  with  the  moneys  received  directly  from  the  county  from  January  1st,  1877,  to  date, 
to  apply  on  said  fees,  and,  second,  with  the  full  amount  of  fines  and  costs  collected  for  her 
use  as  aforesaid. 

Fourth— That  at  the  present  time  there  is  due  the  county  from  Sheriff  "William  P.  Kirk- 
endall, in  his  account  for  fees  and  services  for  1876,  including  payments  received  from  the 
county  on  account  of  such  fees  and  services  from  January  1st,  1876,  to  date,  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  and  forty-five  dollars  and  sixteen  cents. 

Fifth— That  at  the  present  time  there  is  due  the  county  from  said  Sheriff  William  P. 
Kirkendall,  in  his  account  for  fees  and  services  for  the  year  1875,  including  payments  re- 
ceived from  the  county  on  account  of  such  fees  and  services  from  January  1st,  1875,  to 
date,  the  further  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars. 

Sixth— That  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1876,  there  was  due  from  said  Treasurer  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for  moneys  received  from  liquor  licenses  the  further 
sum  of  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  five  cents. 

Seventh— That  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1876,  there  was  due  from  said  Treasurer  to 
the  Commonwualth  of  Pennsylvania  for  moneys  received  from  mercantile  and  other  licen- 
ses the  further  sum  of  eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  eighty- 
four  cents. 

The  amount  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  eight  cents  found  to  be  due  the  coun 
ty  from  the  Commissioners  aforesaid  is  made  up  of  the  following  sums  paid  out  by  the  Treas 
urer  on  their  warrants,  but  disallowed  by  the  Auditors,  viz:  First,  The  amount  of  one 
dollar  and  thirty-three  cents  included  in  the  several  warrants  mentioned  in  their  account, 
for  which  claim  was  not  made  by  the  persons  in  whose  favor  said  warrants  were  drawn 
and  for  which  receipts  were  not  given  by  them,  being  clerical  errors  on  the  part  of  the 
Commissioners'  Clerks.  Second,  The  amount  of  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and 
seventy-five  cents  overpaid  to  Sheriff  W.  P.  Kirkendall  as  fees,  &c,  for "1875,  and  hereinaf- 
ter referred  to  in  connection  with  his  account  for  that  year.  Third,  The  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty  dollars  paid  to  Mr.  George  M.  Richart,  editor  of  the  Pittston  Gazette,  for  ad- 
vertising the  Sheriff's  election  proclamation  for  1875.  With  respect  to  this  item  the  Audi- 
tors find  that  neither  the  Sheriff,  nor  the  former  Commissioners,  nor  any,  or  either  of  them, 
authorized  Mr.  Richart  to  do  the  work  charged  for,  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  his  request  to 
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them  to  be  employed  to  do  the  advertising,  was  directly  refused,  and  that  the  former 
Commissioners  promptly  rejected  his  bill  when  rendered.  In  consideration  of  this  and  the 
further  fact  that  the  exorbitant  and  unauthorized  sum  of  twenty-two  hundred  dollars  had 
been  already  paid  to  various  persons  by  the  Commissioners  of  1875  for  performing  tins  same 
work  the  Auditors  find  that  the  payment  made  to  Mr.  Kichart,  while  it  was  not  from  eor- 
rui)t  or  evil  motives,  was  nevertheless  unauthorized,  and  that  by  the  exercise  of  the  proper 
care  of  the  public  funds  under  their  control,  and  even  that  liberal  discretion  which  the 
law  confers  upon  them,  the  payment  would  not  have  been  made. 

Bv  reference  to  the  Commissioners'  account  with  the  County  Bridge  Fund  it  will  be  seen 
that  a  credit  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  is  allowed  for  money  disbursed  on  account  ot  the 
Lackawanna  bridge,  between  Pittston  and  Ransom  townships.  •• 

With  respect  to  this  the  Auditors  find  that  in  the  winter  of  1874-5  the  iron  bridge  at  that 
place  (a  single  span  of  129  feet),  which  had  been  erected  in  1873  by  the  Wrought  Iron 
Bridge  Company,  of  Canton,  Ohio,  and  partially  at  county  expense,  was  taken  away  by  the 
ice  freshet  and  lodged  in  the  river  a  short  distance  below  its  foundation.  That  m  the  spring 
following  after  the  bridge  had  been  taken  from  the  river  at  the  expense  of  the  township 
of  Pittston,  under  an  arrangement  made  nominally  between  George  Judge  and  Thomas. 
Rowan  as  Supervisors  of  that  township,  and  the  bridge  company  m  question,  but  really  be- 
tween one  J.  P.  Rosenkrance,  of  that  township,  and  the  company,  the  latter  re-erected 
the  bridge  upon  the  old  abutments  after  they  had  been  repaired  by  Pittston  and  Ransom 
townships.and  in  so  doing  the  Company  used  nearly  all  of  the  material  taken  trom  the  river 
after  straightening  and  repairing  such  portions  as  had  been  bent  or  broken  by  the  ice ;  that 
but  very  little  new  material,  if  any,  was  used  by  the  Company,  with  the  exception  ot  lumber 
purchased  for  flooring;  that  on  the  petition  of  certain  citizens  of  Pittston  and  Ransom 
townships  presented  to  the  Grand  Jury,  in  the  month  of  November,187o,  at  their  first  session 
for  such  purposes  subsequent  to  the  carrying  away  of  the  old  bridge,  they  reported  the  ne 
cessitv  of  a  county  bridge  at  that  place,  and  recommended  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  as  the  proper  amount  to  be"  expended  by  the  county  in  the  erection  ot  such  bridge. 
Iu  December,  1875.  upon  an  order  of  the  Bridge  Company  the  Commissioners  of  that  year, 
bv  their  warrant  upon  the  County  Treasurer,  paid  the  said  Rosenkrance  the  sum  ot  one 
thousand  dollars  to  apply  on  the  bridge  newly  erected  as  a  part  of  the  appropriation  ot  the 
Grand  Jury. 

In  the  early  part  of  1876  on  another  order  of  the  Bridge  Company  the  present  Commis- 
sioners paid  tli.' said  Rosenkrance  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  this  being  the  cred- 
it a "ready  referred  to  in  the  Commissioners'  account.  At  the  time  ot  this  payment  the 
said  Rosenkrance  presented  to  the  Commissioners  the  charges  of  the  Company  for  re- 
erecting  Me  bridge  in  question,  viz:  Twenty  hundred  and  fifty  dollars ;  and  bills  from  the 
two -townships for  taking  the  old  structure  out  of  the  river  and  repairing  the  abutments, 
making  the  total  amount  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  the  exact  appropriation  of  the 

GlaThe  Auditors  find  that  this  payment  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  made  by  the  present 
Commissioners  was  in  good  faith,  and  in  the  belief  that  the  full  amount  claimed  had  been 
eSde!  and 'that  this  amount  was  due  on  account  of  the  bridge,  and  furthermore  that 
the  p  yi  lent  last  mentioned  was  recommended  by  their  Attorney  as  one  about  which  there 
could  be  no  question  under  the  claim  of  Rosenkrance  and  the  appropriation  of  the  Grand 

'  U1  On  the  other  hand  the  Auditors  find  that  the  claim  of  the  Company,  through  Rosen- 
krance was  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost  or  fair  value  of  the  reconstructed  bridge  consid- 
ering the  material  used  by  them,  to  the  amount  of  at  least  eight  hundred  dollars ;  but  that 
th  "ex -ess  <  f  money  taken  from  the  Treasury  is  more  properly  characterized  as  a  fraud 
mnetieeel  u  on  the  Commissioners  than  as  a  payment,  which  should  be  disallowed  by  the 
ISdWaM^ledte  the  former,  hence,  the  Auditors  feel  justified  in  allowing  this 

Paywith'regard  to  a  class  of  payments  made  by  the  Commissioners  and  allowed  in  their  ac- 
couiitvzf  Those to  the .Lunatic  Hospital,  at  Danville,  for  the  support  of  the  insane  sent 
thi™er  bv  this  countVi  the  Auditors  find  that  said  payments,  insofar  as  they  include  bills 
from  the  Hospital  for  clothing  furnished,  are  greater  than  they  should  be,  either  by  reason 
of t  o  c ostlv  mat e rial  being  supplied  by  the  Hospital  or  by  reason  ot  excessive  charges  for 
thiMchysuitable  for  tie  purposes  Required  and  in  this  behalf .they  ™^J»°«£» 
suggest  that  for  the  future  the  Commissioners  take  some  action  looking  to  the  lehef  ot  tax- 
payers from  a  portion  of  this  expenditure.  .    .  ^ 

The  Auditors  deem  it  proper  to  remark  that  the  sum  of  four  thousand  and  ninety-one 
dollars  aid  fifty-five  cents  found  to  be  due  from  Treasurer  McNeish  on  the  31st  day  of 
December  1876  m  his  account  for  State  taxes  on  Bank  shares,  was  together .  with  the  ad- 
dit  o in  sum  of  -me  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  and  fifteen  cents,  collected  in  January  1877, 
fless  cmnmfsstan  on  the  latter),  turned  over  to  the  State  Treasurer  in  full  of  said  taxes  tor

and  its  reeeiothv  the  Commissioners,  especially  inasmuch  as  the  tax  claimed  by  the  State 
!  w    u lfv  accounted  for  still  they  find  that  the  Commissioners  give  no  bond  for  the 
to&*TOe^Xm^^  are  not  custodians  of  the  same  in  the  contemplation  of  law, 
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and  that  the  proper  persons  for  the  collection  of  these  taxes  are  collectors  who  should  be 
required  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 

By  the  act  of  June  6th,  1871,  penalties,  fines  and  costs  imposed  by  the  Criminal  Courts  of 
Luzerne  county  are  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for 
the  use  of  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  and  audited  annually  by  the  County  Auditors.  Since 
the  vear  1872  this  audit  seems  to  have  beenomitted  by  the  officers  in  question,  but  with  re- 
gard to  the  costs  referred  to  and  such  lines  as  belong  to  the  county,  viz.,  those  that  have 
been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  selling  liquors  without  license,  the  present  Auditors  have 
taken  them  into  consideration  and  have  deemed  it  proper  to  state  the  account  already 
mentioned,  between  the  county  and  Michael  Zimmerman,  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  for  the  year  1876,  including  in  said  account  Ins  charges  against  the  county  for  fees, 
and  payments  received  from  her  on  that  account.  In  explanation  of  the  charge  against 
said  Zimmerman,  exclusive  of  those  for  moneys  received  from  the  county,  the  Auditors 
find:  First,  That  the  amounts  collected  as  fines  in  liquor  cases  and  jury  fees  belong  to  the 
county  by  positive  enactment.  Second,  That  those  collected  as  Clerk's  fees,  District  Attor- 
ney's fees  and  Commonwealth  witness  fees,  also  belong  to  the  county  by  reason  of  her  lia- 
bility for  and  payment  of  them  in  the  first  instance  to  the  Clerk,  District  Attorney  and  wit- 
nesses respectively.  Third.  That  a  portion  of  the  Sheriff's  fees  collected  also  belong  to  the 
county  for  the  same  reason,  and  that  as  to  the  remainder  of  them,  while  the  county  is  not 
primarily  liable  therefor  to  the  Sheriff,  she  has  nevertheless,  in  1876.  and  previous  years, 
paid  him  upon  his  satisfying  her  that  the  fees  in  such  cases  had  been  collected  by  the  Clerk, 
who  accounted  therefor  to  the  county.  (For  this  reason  the  Auditors  have  allowed  Sheriff 
Kirkendall  in  his  accounts  for  1875  and  1876  certain  credits  for  fees  in  criminal  cases  upon 
the  ground  that  in  those  cases  his  fees  had  been  collected  by  the  Clerk  and  were  held  by  trim 
for  the  county).  It  will  be  seen  that  the  amounts  collected  by  the  Clerk  as  lines  in  liquor 
cases  and  fees  of  himself  and  other  officers,  including  the  cash  received  by  him  from  the 
Commissioners  (exclusive  of  warrants  drawn  in  1877.  with  which  latter  the  present  Auditors 
have  nothing  to  do  insofar  as  the  Commissioners  are  concerned),  exceed  the  total  credits 
for  fees  earned  by  the  Clerk  to  the  amount  of  $815.  This  amount  is  not  charged  to  the 
Commissioners,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Auditors,  should  not  be,  for  the  reason  that  the 
Clerk  who  was  the  legal  custodian  of  the  costs  and  liquor  fines  collected  and  as  such  liable 
to  account  therefor,  rendered  to  the  Commissioners  an  account  of  costs  collected  under  the 
classifications  mentioned,  which  was  less  than  the  amount  as  found  by  the  Auditors  by  over 
$700. 

The  Auditors  would  here  say  that  they  have  omitted  from  their  report  an  account  of 
fines  in  criminal  cases  (with  the  exception  of  liquor  lines  referred  to),  collected  by  said 
Zimmerman  during  1876,  inasmuch  as  said  fines,  with  the  exceptions  named,  belong  to  the 
Law  and  Library  Association  and  not  to  the  county. 

Upon  referring  to  the  account  of  Sheriff  Kirkendall,  for  the  year  1876.  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  sum  of  $2,577  was  received  by  him  from  the  county  during  the  present  year,  thereby 
leaving  a  balance  due  the  county  in  this  account  of  $1,045.16.  This  is  not  charged  to  the 
Commissioners  for  the  reason  that  it  will  arise  only  in  their  account  for  1877.  and  will  not  be 
audited  until  the  year  1878.  And  for  the  reason  that  the  sum  of  $275.25  of  the  amount  of 
$764,  found  due  from  said  Kirkendall  in  his  account  for  1875,  was  also  received  from  the  coun- 
ty, during  the  present  year  the  former  sum  is  not  included  in  the  charges  against  the  Com- 
missioners. 

In  the  Sheriff's  account  for  1876  the  Auditors  have  disallowed  the  sum  of  $732.50  claimed 
by  him  from  the  county  as  fees  at  $1.25  each  in  586  criminal  cases,  and  in  his  account  for  1875 
they  disallowed  the  sum  of  $703.75,  also  claimed  as  the  like  fees  in  563  criminal  eases. 

These  the  Auditors  find  were  misdemeanors,  in  none  of  which  were  the  costs  paid  to  the 
Clerk,  and,  further,  that  they  were  cases  either  ignored  by  the  Grand  Jury  with  direction 
that  prosecutor  pay  the  costs,  or  were  acquittals  by  the  Petit  Jury  with  direction  that  pros- 
ecutor or  defendant  pay  the  costs,  or  true  bills  which  have  never  been  tried,  or  convictions 
wherein  sentence  has  never  followed,  or  sentences  to  simple  imprisonment,  from  which  the 
defendants  have  never  so  far  as  ascertained  been  discharged  according  to  law. 

The  Auditors  further  find  that  this  class  of  cases  has  "already  been  passed  upon  by  your 
Honorable  Court  as  instances  wherein  the  Sheriff  is  not  entitled  to  the  fees  claimed,  but 
in  order  that  the  question  may  hereafter  be  raised  and  the  rights  of  the  Sheriff  preserved, 
should  the  Auditors  have  erred  they  have  in  this  connection  make  the  foregoing  reference. 

By  examination  of  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  with  the  County  Fund  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  aggregate  expenditures  of  the  county  from  this  fund  for  the  year  1876,  exclusive  of  the 
temporary  loan  paid  off  and  including  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  and  twenty-one  dollars 
and  six  cents,  paid  as  principal  and  interest  in  the  redemption  of  county  bonds,  was  one 
hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  and  eight  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  forty-two. cents,  and 
that  during  same  period  the  total  receipts  to  this  fund,  exclusive  of  said  temporary  loan  re- 
ceived and  including  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and 
forty-three  cents,  received  from  the  sale  of  county  bonds,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  forty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  thirty  cents,  and  that 
said  receipts  exceed  the  amount  of  "expenditures,  nine  thousand  and  nine  dollars  and  eighty- 
eight  cents,  which  added  to  the  amount  of  nineteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy 
one  dollars^and  thirty-seven  cents  received  for  this  fund  by  the  present  Treasurer  from  his 
predecessor,  left  the  balance  of  twenty-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars 
and  twenty-five  cents  in  the  hands  of  John  McNeish,  jr..  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1877, 
in  his  account  with  the  County  Fund  as  already  set  forth. 

It  also  appears  the  Treasurer's  receipts  for  the  County  Bridge  Fund  during  the  year  1876 
amounted  to  twelve  thousand  six  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents,  and 
that  the  expenditures  from  the  same  were  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
and  five  cents,  making  a  surplus  of  receipts  over  expenditures  of  seven  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents,  which  added  to  the  Bridge  Fund,  receiv- 
ed by  the  present  Treasurer  from  his  predecessor,  left  the  balance  of  fourteen  thousand 
two  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  in  the  hands  of  Treasurer  Mc- 
Neish on  January  the  first,  1877,  as  already  shown. 

With  regard  to  the  manner  of  keeping  the  various  accounts  presented  to  the  Auditors 
for  examination  and  the  precision  with  which  suck  accounts  were  kept  by  those  having 
charge  thereof,  the  Auditors  find  and  deem  it  proper  to  report. 
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First,  That  the  accounts  in  the  Commissioners'  office  disclose  a  degree  of  care  and  labor 
bestowed  upon  them,  which  are  to  be  commended  rather  than  condemned,  and  were  it  not 
for  certain  errors  of  system  inaugurated  in  previous  years,  but  which  are  being  remedied 
from  time  to  time,  the  labor  of  the  Auditors  would  have  been  comparatively  easy  in  this  be- 

llalf/Secon<2  By  the  act  already  referred  to,  requiring  penalties,  fines  and  costs  to  be  paid  to 
the  Clerk  of  Quarter  Sessions,  he  is  dire  cted  to  receipt  the  same  on  the  docket,  for  the 
use  of  the  parties  entitled  thereto.  Instead  of  finding  the  dockets  in  the  Clerk's  office,  con- 
taining cases  in  which  fines  and  costs  were  paid  in  1876,  in  the  condition  pointed  out  bylaw, 
the  Auditors  found  that  m  many  cases  where  it  should  nave  appeared,  noreceipt  was  shown ; 
that  in  most  cases  where  an  entry  was  made,  neither  amount  nor  date  was  given,  but  simply 
"Costs  paid  Clerk"  was  entered,  while  the  costs  were  very  frequently  not  taxed  at  all.  By 
this  method  of  keeping  dockets,  costs  that  are  paid  in  one  year  on  cases  for  a  previous  year, 
and,  after  the  close  of  the  audit  for  such  previous  year,  and  necessarily  omitted  from  that 
audit  and  if  the  docket  were  taken  as  a  guide,  they  would  be  overlooked  by  the  Auditors 
for  the  year  in  which  they  were  received.  In  the  absence  of  much  necessary  data  from 
the  dockets  referred  to,the  Auditors  were  compelled  to  resort  to  private  memorandum  books, 
kept  by  the  Clerk,receipts  in  the  Sheriff's  office  and  receipts  of  the  Clerk  in  some  cases, 
which  were  left  in  the  late  District  Attorney's  possession  by  parties  who  had  paid  costs  to 
thy  Clerk 

The  Auditors  find  that  the  Treasurer  has  endeavored  to  collect  the  arrearages  of  taxes 
due  from  Collectors  for  former  years,  and  that  he  has  succeeded  in  so  doing  to  an  extent 
that  is  creditable ;  but  that  the  old  system  of  keeping  accounts  in  that  office,  especially  with 
regard  to  Collectors,  results  in  a  very  imperfect  exposition  of  the  financial  standing  ot  such 
Collectors  with  the  county  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  neces  sarily  imposes  upon  the  Aud- 
itors a  tedious  task.  ,    -  ..      ,,  .,  

The  credits  allowed  Collectors  in  their  duplicates,  whether  by  "exonerations,'  "com- 
missions" or  "cash"  are  kept  in  the  same  columns  and  the  Auditors  are  left  to  separate  the 
one  from  the  others ;  in  some  instances  nothing  appears  on  the  "Collectors'  Ledger"  to  indi- 
cate as  to  which  of  these  classes  of  credit  the  item  in  figures  belongs.  In  many  cases  n  o  bal- 
ances were  taken  at  the  close  of  the  year  1876.  and  in  a  tew  instances  by  neglect  to-  post  from 
the  "Cash  Book"  the  ledger  discloses  to  large  an  amount  remaining  due  from  Collectors. 

For  the  purpose  of  guarding,  to  some  extent,  against  the  errors  and  conf  usion  that  are 
liable  to  result  from  this  system  of  bookkeeping,  the  Auditorshave  prepared  the  schedules 
"A"  and  "B,"  annexed  to  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  to  the  end,  first,  that  their  successors  m 
office  may  be  aided  in  ascertaining  the  balances  that  were  to  be  accounted  tor  by  Collectors 
on  the  first  of  January  of  the  present  year,  and,  second,  that  if  by  errors  m  entering  cash  re- 
ceipts for  1876  any  Collectors  may  have  be  jii  short  credited  and  the  Treasurer  undercharged, 
the  attention  of  the  former  may  in  this  way  be  called  to  it  and  corrections  may  ensue.  _ 

In  regard  to  the  correctness  of  the  schedules  spoken  of, ".the  Auditors  would  say:  First 
That  while  the  duplicates  of  Wilkes-Barre  City,  for  1874  and  1875,  appear  to  have  been  paid 
or  exonerated  in  full  on  the  first  of  January,  1877,  there  Is,  nevertheless,  in  both  cases  an 
interest  account  on  those  taxes  that  were  not  paid  on  the  first  days  of  November  of  the  cm - 
rent  vears  by  which  the  amounts  of  the  duplicates  in  qnestion  have  become  larger  than 
when  placed  in  the  Receiver's  hands,  and  than  they  appear  in  the  schedules,  and  tor  this 
interest  the  Receiver  will  hereafter  account.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  in  and  for  Luzerne 
County  : 


The  b  oard  of  Commissioners  of  the  Luzerne  County  Prison  have  the  honor 
to  make  the  eighth  annual  report,  for  the  year  1877,  of  the  state  and  condition 
of  said  prison,  and  the  persons  confined  therein,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  thirteenth  of  April,  A.  D.  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

The  facts  in  relation  to  the  prisoners  which  are  required  to  be  noticed  by 
said  Act,  will  be  found  particularly  set  forth  in  the  tables  hereto  annexed,  and 
made  part  of  this  report ;  a  classification  of  the  most  important  of  which  is 
here  given,  showing  the  whole  number  committed  during  the  year,  the  number 
at  the  beginning  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  their  nationalities,  the  number  of 
convicts  sent  there  by  the  Courts,  the  number  by  Mayors,  Burgesses,  Justices, 
&c,  the  number  sent  to  the  Penitentiary,  the  number  sent  to  the  Lunatic  Hos- 
pital and  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  etc.

HEALTH  OF  THE  PRISON. 

The  general  health  of  the  prison  for  the  past  year  has  been  fully  up  to  the 
former  standard.    No  death  has  occurred,  nor  has  any  serious  disease  or  epi- 
demic prevailed  during  the  year.    No  person  has  died  in  the  prison  since  the 
13th  of  July,  1S73,  a  period  of  about  four  and  a  half  years.    The  number  of 
inmates  during  all  that  period  ranged  from  46  to  114,  making  a  general  average 
of  near  80  persons.    The  average  of  the  last  year  was  78.    No  person  has  died 
in  the  prison  since  it  was  first  used  for  confining  persons  therein  whose  death 
could  be  traced  in  the  remotest  degree  to  any  cause  originating  in  the  prison. 
Most  of  the  prisoners,  when  brought  to  the  prison,  are  afflicted  with  some 
disease,  yet  in  every  case  the  prisoners  have  left  the  prison  in  better  health 
than  when  they  entered  it.    These  facts  are  a  perfect  refutation  of  the  foolish 
sensational  stories  that  newspapers  get  up  periodically  and  give  forth  to  the 
public,  to  operate  upon  the  sympathies  of  their  readers,  or  to  inflict  a  wrong 
upon  those  who  have  charge  of  the  management  of  the  prison.    It  may  be  that 
their  sympathy  and  fellow-feeling  with  the  inmates  of  the  prison  may  be  the 
inspiring  cause.    In  any  event  it  is  evident  that  the  health  of  the  prison  has  a 
better  record  than  any  other  establishment  of  the  kind  to  be  found  anywhere, 
and  its  records  are  a  perpetual  refutation  of  the  falsehoods  uttered  against  it 
from  whatever  source  or  motive  they  may  come. 

The  report  of  the  Physician,  herewith  presented,  will  show  the  number 
and  character  of  cases  treated  during  the  past  year. 

The  officers  in  immediate  charge  of  the  prison  have  performed  their  several 
duties  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner,  and  merit  the  thanks  of  all  who  are  in 
any  way  interested  in  the  successful  carrying  on  of  the  operations  of  the  prison. 

Good  order  has  prevailed  in  every  department.  It  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  resort  to  unusual  punishment  in  any  case. 
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The  system  of  solitary  confinement  is  still  adhered  to  as  far  as  practicable, 
and  is  believed  to  be  the  only  proper  plan  and  system  for  keeping  prison- 
ers, particularly  criminals.  A  departure  from  that  system  has  been  occasionally 
necessary,  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  prisoners,  but  a  return  to  it  has 
always  followed  a  reduction  of  the  number  to  the  proper  capacity  of  the  prison.

The  Prison  Commissioners,  each,  fixed  by  law,   50  00 

The  prisoners  are  now  boarded  at  22  cents  per  day,  except  vagrants  and 
tramps,  for  which  12  cents  per  day  is  paid.  These  last  are  fed  on  half  fare, 
and  yet  they  cheerfully  accept  of  the  rations  allowed  them,  and  grumble  far 
less  at  them  than  those  who  receive  full  rations.  Complaints  and  grumblings 
about  the  prison  fare  arise  periodically,  and  generally  come  from  traveling 
criminals,  who  have  experience  in  prison  accommodations,  which  they  have 
acquired  in  other  institutions  of  the  kind,  and  know  what  is  due  to  gentlemen 
of  their  cloth. 

These  complaints  are  taken  up  by  their  friends  and  ontside  associates,  and 
tales  of  suffering  and  horror  reach  the  public  ear  that  are  truly  appalling,  but 
without  foundation  in  fact.  In  conclusion,  upon  this  subject,  we  would  say 
that  the  rations  are  the  same  prescribed  at  the  opening  of  the  prison  in  July, 
1870,  are  well  cooked  and  prepared,  and  the  good  health  that  has  prevailed 
justifies  us  in  believing  and  saying  that  they  are  sufficient  in  quantity  and 
healthful  in  quality.  AVe  might  also  add  that  they  are  the  same  in  quantity 
and  quality  that  are  furnished  in  all  of  the  large  prisons  of  the  State. 

Complaints  are  also  made  that  the  temperature  of  the  prison  is  not  at  all 
times  exactly  adapted  to  the  feelings  of  its  inmates.  In  reference  to  this,  we 
may  say  that  every  proper  effort  is  made  to  have  the  condition  of  the  prisoners 
in  this  respect  as  comfortable  as  possible,  but  no  standard  is  exactly  adapted  to 
every  case.  In  our  visits  to  the  prison,  we  have  found,  at  the  same  time,  and 
side  by  side  in  their  cells,  prisoners  who  are  affected  differently  by  the  same 
degree  of  temperature.  We  have  found  one  man  with  overcoat  on,  complain- 
ing of  the  cold,  and  in  the  next  cell  we  found  another  prisoner  in  his  shirt 
sleeves  complaining  of  the  heat.  One  was  cold  blooded,  the  other  hot  blooded, 
and  hence  the  difference  in  their  condition  under  the  same  state  of  affairs.  No 
management  of  the  temperature  of  the  prison  would  exactly  meet  these  two 
cases  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

We  venture  the  assertion  that  the  prisoners  suffer  far  less  from  want  of 
proper  food,  and  from  heat  and  cold,  than  do  the  hard  working  honest 
yeomanry  of  the  County,  who  earn  what  they  eat  and  build  their  own  fires  : — 
and  yet  these  industrious,  hard  working,  honest  people  never  receive  one  word 
of  sympathy  from  those  who  so  bitterly  bewail  the  condition  of  the  lazy  crimi- 
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nals  who  find  their  homes  in  our  prison,  and  demand  all  the  luxuries  of  a  first 
class  hotel,  while  in  confinement  as  a  punishment  for  their  crimes.  Sympathy 
for  the  unfortunate  who  suffer  from  accident,  or  causes  over  which  they  had  no 
control,  is  commendable,  but  sympathy  for  atrocious  criminals,  condemned  to 
imprisonment  to  prevent  their  being  pests  to  society,  is  quite  another  affair. 

'  Until  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  constant  yearly  increase  in  the 
number  of  persons  seeking  a  temporary  home  in  our  prison.

OF  THE  ATTENDING  PHYSICIAN  OF  THE  LUZERNE  COUNTY  PRISON. 

Commissioners  of  Luzerne  County  Prison  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  A.  D.  1877,  you  will  find  it  will  compare  favorably  in  regard  to  the 
standard  of  health  with  those  of  former  years.  The  classes  of  diseases  have 
presented  very  little  deviation  from  the  usual  routine,  the  chronic  affections 
still  adhering  to  the  victims  of  intemperance.  Of  the  great  number  who  pass 
in  and  out  of  the  prison  during  the  year,  and  coming,  as  very  many  of  them 
do,  from  these  who  have  as  little  regard  for  their  own  physical  well-being  as 
for  that  of  society  in  general,  and,  consequently,  being  subject  to  every  species 
of  accident  and  disease,  it  would  be  reasonable  to  suppose  some  fatal  cases 
would  be  met  with,  but  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say  none  such  have  occurred. 
In  this  connection  I  can  but  repeat  the  statement  I  had  to  make  one  year  ago, 
in  relation  to  the  aid,  assistance  and  prompt  attention  of  the  Warden  and  his 
Assistants  received  in  the  discharge  of  my  medical  duties.  Annexed  is  the  list 
of  the  numbers  prescribed  for  and  the  diseases  with  which  they  were  afflicted.

To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Luzerne 
County  : 

We,  the  undersigned,  County  Auditors  iu  and  for  said  county,  respectfully  report  : 
That  since  our  audit  of  the  accounts  of  county  officers  for  the  year  A.  D.  1876,  which  was 
completed  by  the  filing  of  our  report  on  the  24th  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1877,  we  have  ri  ade 
monthly  examinations  of  the  accounts  of  such  county  officers  as  then  came  or  have  since  come 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  March  31st,  1876,  iu  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  ttiat 
Act. 

That  in  addition  to  and  in  connection  with  the  labors  last  aforesaid  we  began  the  annual 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  following  named  county  officers  of  Luzerne  county  on  Monday  the 
4th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1878,  at  our  office  in  the  court  house,  at  Wilkes- Barre,  viz  :  The 
accounts  of  the  '.'ountv  <  ommissioners,  Samuel  Line,  N.  N.  Dean  and  Peter  Jennings  ;  of  the 
County  Treasurer,  John  McNeish,  Jr.  ;  of  the  late  County  Sheriff,  William  P.  Kirkenrtall  ; 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Courts.  Robert  J.  James;  of  the  Prothonotary ,  A.  P.  Barber,  and  of  the 
District  Attorney,  Charles  E.  Rice. 

That  each  of  said  officers  had  persona)  notice  of  the  pendancy  of  their  accounts  before  us 
and  that  since  the  day  last  aforesaid  we  have  audited,  settled  anil  adjusted  their  respective  ac- 
counts embracing  the  period  from  January  1st,  1877,  to  January  Orb,  1878,  both  inclusive.  Our 
findings  with  respect  to  the  ace(  unts  of  each  of  saud  officers  are  contained  in  the  foregoing 
stated  ^accounts  and  schedules  to  which  we  make  especial  reference  as  a  uart  of  our  report,  and 
i  s  will  appear  from  these,  we  find  : 

First.  That  the  various  moneys  authorized  to  be  expended  by  the  County  Commissioners, 
Samuel  Line,  N.  N.  Dean  and  Peter  Jennings,  were  properly  and  legally  disbursed  and  that 
therefore  their  accounts  with  the  County  for  the  period  aforesaid  stood  balanced  on  the  6th  day 
of  January,  A.  D.  187S. 

Second.  That  on  the  day  last  aforesaid  there  was  due  to  the  County  of  Luzerne  from  John 
McNeish.  Jr.,  County  Treasurer,  the  following  sums  of  money  belonging  to  the  several  funds 
required  to  be  kept  separately  by  him,  viz.  :

Third  That  on  the  day  last  aforesaid  there  was  due  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
from  said  Treasurer,  John  McNeish,  Jr.,  the  sum  of  thirty-eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
fiftv-one  dollars  and  ninety-one  cents,  as  follows  :  Thesum  of  eighteen  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  eightv  dollars  and  eighty-three  cents,  being  State  taxes  for  the  year  A.D.  1877  ;  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  find  thirty-six  dollars  and  six  cents,  being  State  taxes  on  bank  shares  ; 
the  sum  of  six  thousand  onr  hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents,  being  the 
balance  of  monevs  '.n  hand  arising  from  the  issue  on  liquor  licenses,  and  the  sum  of  thirteen 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  forty-six  cents,  being  the  balance  ol  moneys  oia 
hand  arising  from  the  issue  of  mercantile  iicenses.  _  .

d  Fifth  That  on  the  6th  clay  of  January,  A.  D.  1878,  there  was  due  to  the  County  trom  Rob- 
ert J.' James,  Clerk  of  the  Courts,  in  his  account  for  fees  and  costs  collected,  the  sum  of  tour 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and  ninety-seven  cents. 
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Sixth  That  on  the  day  wst  aforesaid  there  was  due  to  the  County  from  A.  P.  Barber,  Pro- 
thonotary, in  his  account  for  fees  collected,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  aod  sixty- 
eight  dollars  and  eightv-five  cents.  . 

The  balances  in  tne  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Courts  and  Prothonotary  aforesaid,  were  not 
bv  the  law  payable  to  the  County  till  the  7th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1878,  at  which  time  they 
were  duly  paid  over  and  the  amount  of  the  Scat^  tax,  for  1877,  in  the  hands  of  Treasurer  Mc- 
Neish  was  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  17th  day  of  January,  1878  ;  since  which  time 
there  has  also  been  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  by  Mr.  McNeish  the  aggregate  sum  of  nine 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollar  and  fourteen  cents  to  be  applied  to  the  balances 
due  from  him  January  7th,  1878.

A  large  percentage  of  the  resources  appearing  in  said  statement  will  not  be  realized,  for  the 
following  reasons  :  With  but  few  exceptions,  the  amounts  appearing  "  Due  from  collectors  »s 
per  Schedule  B"  (which  represent  taxes  of  1877)  have  included  in  them  all  of  the  commis- 
sions and  exonerations  to  which  the  collectors  areentitled  on  the  duplicates  for  that  year.  The 
amounts  stated  to  be  due  from  various  Poor  Districts  and  from  Scranton  City  are,  as  we  un- 
derstand,  disputed  to  some  extent  at  least,  and  consequently  are  unavailable  tor  present 

purposes^  ^  ^  ^  ^  ^  ^  om<2es  of  fche  District  Attorney,  Prothonotary  and  Clerk 
of  the  Courts,  earned  during  the  year  1877,  and  chargeable  upou  the  county,  and  the  fees  of 
office  earned  and  collected  by  the  two  last  named  offices  during  the  same  period,  as  limited 
and  defined  hy  the  laws  in  existence  prior  to  the  31st  of  March,  1876,  exceeded  the  salaries 
which  are  prescribed  for  those  officers  and  their  clerks  in  the  place  of  fees  by  the  Act  of  the 
date  last  given  (under  which  Act  all  fees  other  than  those  chargeable  upou  the  County  are 
required  to  be  collected  for  the  use  of  and  paid  over  to  the  County)  in  the  following  sums, 
namely  :  In  the  case  of  the  office  of  District  Attorney,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  dollars  and  three  ceius  ;  in  the  case  of  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the  Courts,  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  and  forU  -eight  dollars  and  seventv-six  cents  ;  and  in  the  case  of  the  office  of  Prothono- 
tary the  sum  of  nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  dollars  and  seven  cents,  making 
a  total  saving  or  revenue  for  the  County,  under  the  act  of  March  31st,  1876,  of  ten  thousand 
four  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars  and  eighty-six  cents. 

The  receipts  of  the  County  for  the  "County  Fund"  during  the  period  from  January  1st,

sixty-seven  dollars  ind  ninety-one  cents,  and  the  disbursements  from  said  fund  during  the 
same  period  were  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars 
and  two  cents,  making  an  excess  of  disbursements  over  receipts  of  fourteen  thousand  one 
hundred  and  eightv-eight  dollars  and  eleven  ceuts,  which  deducted  from  twenty-eight  thou-

In  the  receipts  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand  dollars  is  included,  being  the 
principal  of  county  bonds  sold  ;  and  in  the  disbursements  is  included  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  dollars  as  the  principal  of  county  bonds  redeemed. 

The  receipts  for  the  "  County  Bridge  Fund,"  during  the  period  aforesaid,  were  four 
thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents,  and  the  disbursements 
were  three  thousand  seventy-one  dollars  and  ten  cents,  being  an  excess  of  receipts  over  dis- 
bursements of  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  sixteen  cents.which  added  to 
the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  in 
the  Treasurer's  hands  January  1st,  1877,  amounts  to  the  balance  already  given  of  fifteen 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  on  the  6th  r  f  January,  A.  D.  1878. 

All  other  balances  in  his  hands  on  the  date  last  aforesaid  are  under  pre-existing  laws 
held  and  presently  payable  for  specific  purposes.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  in  and  for 
the  Cotinty  of  Luzerne  : 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Luzerne  County  Prison,  composed  of 
A.  B.  Dunning  and  J.  A.  Merrick,  appointed  by  your  Honorable  Court  on  the 
30th  January,  1878,  as  Prison  Commissioners  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  the 
County  Commissioners,  Samuel  Line,  Peter  Jennings  and  Nelson  N.  Dean,  pre- 
sent this,  their  report  of  the  condition  of  the  said  prison  for  the  year  1878,  in 
accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  13th  April.  1868,  P.  L.  1868,  page 
917,  &c. 

The  annexed  lists  contain  the  number  of  prisoners  in  confinement  from  1st 
January,  1878,  to  1st  January,  1879,  tneir  age,  sex,  offence,  alleged  place  of 
nativity,  time  of  confinement  and  discharge,  and  such  other  information  as  is  re- 
quired by  the  said  Act. 

On  the  1st  April,  1878,  Philip  H.  Coyne  took  charge  of  the  prison  as  Keeper, 
and  under  his  administration  many  improvements  have  been  effected,  and  he  has 
performed  his  duties  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  He  succeeded  Lewis  H. 
Litts,  who  had  held  the  position  from  the  18th  October,  1872,  over  five  and  a 
half  years,  with  much  credit. 

Steuben  Jenkins,  Esq.,  who  was  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Prison 
Commissioners  at  its  first  organization  on  the  30th  June,  1870,  and  to  whom  the 
credit  is  due  of  establishing  the  system  of  keeping  the  accounts  and  the  general 
management  of  the  prison  since  in  force,  resigned  the  position  of  Secretary  on 
the  organization  of  the  present  Board. 

The  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good,  and  no  deaths  have 
occurred  in  the  prison  during  the  past  year. 

On  the  30th  April,  1878,  Charles  RocVman,  a  prisoner,  escaped  by  breaking 
through  a  defective  flag  covering  the  roof  of  his  cell ;  and,  although  the  escape 
was  immediately  discovered  and  the  prisoner  pursued  by  the  officers,  he  succeeded 
in  effecting  his  escape,  and  still  remains  at  large. 

Another  prisoner,  James  Downey,  confined  in  the  same  cell,  escaped  with 
him,  but  the  officers  were  successful  in  recapturing  him,  and  he  is  now  serving 
out  his  term  of  imprisonment. 

As  several  escapes  have  heretofore  been  made  by  prisoners  through  the  defec- 
tive flag-stones  covering  their  cells,  it  would  be  well  to  have  all  of  the  ceilings 
thoroughly  examined,  and  those  defective  flags  replaced  or  made  secure  by  iron 
coverings. 

On  the  12th  August,  1878,  a  prisoner,  John  L.  Cole,  who  was  employed  in 
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painting  the  prison,  escaped,  but  was  immediately  recaptured  and  returned  to 
his  cell. 

Those  prisoners  have  not,  as  yet,  been  indicted  for  escape,  they  still  remain- 
ing in  custody  under  their  original  sentence. 

On  the  23d  December,  1878,  a  prisoner,  George  McDonald,  after  being 
allowed  an  interview  with  his  wife,  Belle  McDonald,  was  searched,  and  duplicate 
keys  to  the  prison,  and  two  pieces  of  files,  were  found  secreted  on  his  person  ; 
the  woman,  Belle  McDonald,  and  also  her  sister,  Minnie  Husted,  who  it  was 
known  had  got  the  keys  made  in  Scranton,  were  immediately  arrested  and  com- 
mitted to  prison. 

In  this  connection  it  would  seem  advisable  that,  as  on  several  occasions  for 
some  years  past,  duplicates  of  the  prison  keys' have  been  found  on  prisoners,  a 
change  should  be  made  in  the  locks  of  the  prison,  and  keys  procured  of  such  a 
style  that  they  could  not  be  so  readily  duplicated. 

It  would  be  of  much  advantage  if  the  cell  doors  were  placed  on  the  inner  side 
of  the  walls,  and  the  wooden  doors  (which  are  now  kept  in  the  cellars)  were  put 
up  on  the  outside  of  the  cell  walls,  in  the  place  on  which  the  iron  doors  now 
hang. 

It  would  also  seem  of  necessity  that  a  new  roof  should  be  placed  on  the 
prison,  as,  from  the  style  of  construction  of  the  present  roof,  it  is  impossible  to 
prevent  leaks,  which  cause  continual  expense,  and  much  detriment  to  the  walls 
and  ceilings.

Our  findings  with  respect  to  the  accounts  of  each  of  said  officers  are  contained  in  the  forego- 
ing stated  accounts  and  schedules,  to  which  we  make  especial  reference  as  a  part  of  our  report 
and  as  will  appear  from  these  we  find  : 

First — That  the  various  moneys  authorized  to  be  expended  by  the  County  Commissioners 
were  properly  and  legally  disbursed,  and  that  therefore  their  accounts  with  the  County  for  the 
period  aforesaid  stood  balanced  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  1879. 

Second — That  on  the  day  last  aforesaid  there  was  due  to  the  County  of  Luzerne  from  John 
McNeish,  Jr.,  late  County  Treasurer,  the  following  sums  of  money  belonging  to  the  several 
funds  required  to  be  kept  separate  by  him,  viz. :  The  sum  of  thirty-eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  dollars  and  eighty-one  cents  belonging  to  the  Road  Fund  ;  the  sum  of  thirty-one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  eighty  cents  belonging  to  the  County  Fund  ;  the 
sum  of  fourteen  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents  belonging 
to  the  County  Bridge  Fund ;  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-six 
cents  belonging  to  the  Dog  Tax  Fund ;  the  sum  of  six  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  dollars  and  ninety-three  cents  belonging  to  the  School  Fund ;  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
and  fifty-one  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents  belonging  to  the  Bounty  Fund  ;  the  sum  of  four  dol- 
lars and  ninety-five  cents  belonging  to  the  Militia  Fund  ;  the  sum  of  thirteen  hundred  and  nine- 
teen dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents  belonging  to  the  Poor  Fund  ;  and  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents  belonging  to  the  Redemption  Fund  for  the  use  of 
purchasers  at  Treasurer's  sales  ;  making  a  total  amount  due  the  County  from  said  John  Mc- 
Neish, Jr.,  of  fifty-seven  thousand  two  hundred  and  ninety-six  dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents. 

Third  That  oil  the  day  last  aforesaid  there  was  due  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 

from  said  Treasurer,  John  McNeish,  Jr.,  the  sum  of  forty-four  thousand  one  hundred  and  nine 
dollars  and  seventy-eight  cents,  as  follows :  The  sum  of  five  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty- 
one  dollars  and  fifty-seven  cents,  being  State  taxes  for  the  year  1878,  and  prior  years  having 
been  collected  since  the  last  audit ;  the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents,  being  the  balance  of  money  on  hand  arising  from  the  issue 
of  liquor  licenses ;  and  the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  and 
forty-five  cents,  being  the  balance  of  money  on  hand  arising  from  the  issue  of  mercantile 
licenses,  etc. 

We  have  disallowed  the  County  Treasurer  the  sum  of  sixty-one  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents, 
being  interest  paid  on  County  Bonds,  after  the  same  had  ceased  to  draw  interest  by  published 
notice  of  the  County  Commissioners. 

We  have  charged  him,  in  his  account  with  the  County  of  Luzerne,  the  sum  of  nine  hundred 
and  ten  dollars,  being  the  amount  due  from  Daniel  Dooley,  late  Collector  of  Plymouth  town- 
ship, on  judgment  No.  53,  Oct.  T.,  1876,  the  money  having  been  paid  by  Frank  Turner,  Nov. 
14,  1876,  but  has  not  been  credited  on  the  cash  book  or  Collector's  ledger,  and  the  receipt  was 
not  filed  in  the  Prothonotary's  office  until  August  31,  1878,  and  has  therefore  not  been  pre- 
viously audited  nor  accounted  for  in  any  audit,  and  is  therefore  charged  to  him. 

We  have  allowed  him  the  amount  of  $  I, 126.00  in  redemption  of  County  Bond  No._  5  and 
coupons,  the  same  having  been  presented  to  him  for  payment  by  the  late  County  Commissioner, 
Peter  Jennings.  Jr.,  and  while  we  have  doubts  as  to  whether  or  not  this  bond  had  been 
redeemed  by  the  issue  of  a  subsequent  bond,  we  considered  the  fact  that  it  was  presented  by 
a  county  officer,  and  John  McNeish,  Jr.,  late  County  Treasurer,  testified  on  oath  that  he  had  no 
reason  to  believe  the  bond  to  be  other  than  regular  and  genuine,  and  paid  the  money  for  it  m 
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redeeming  it  the  same  as  other  bonds.  We  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  present 
County  Commissioners  to  this  matter,  and  request  that  they  immediately  institute  rigid  inquiry, 
to  set  at  rest  all  doubts  in  regard  to  the  bond  in  question,  and  if  they  find  it  was  irregularly 
issued  and  fraudulent,  and  that  the  County  has  never  had  value  for  it,  that  they  take  steps  to 
bring  the  guilty  parties  to  justice. 

Fourth— That  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  1879,  there  was  due  the  County  from  Robert  J. 
James,  Clerk  of  the  Courts,  in  his  account  for  fees  and  costs  collected,  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  forty-eight  dollars  and  ten  cents.  We  have  disallowed  Clerk  Robert  J.  James  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars,  being  tax  costs  on  six  hundred  and  ninety-five  cases,  in 
1877,  and  six  hnndred  and  fifty-three  cases  in  1878,  at  twenty-five  cents  each,  for  which  we  find 
no  authority  in  any  act  of  Assembly. 

Fifth— That  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  1879,  there  was  due  the  county  from  A.  P.  Barber. 
Prothonotary,  in  his  account  for  fees  collected,  the  sum  of  ten  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  and 
seventy-five  cents. 

Sixth — That  on  the  day  last  above  mentioned,  there  was  due  the  County  from  T.  R.  Peters, 
Recorder  of  Deeds,  etc.,  in  his  account  for  fees  collected,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-six 
dollars  and  eighty-seven  cents. 

Seventh— That  on  the  same  day  there  was  due  the  County  from  J.  P.  Kenny,  Sheriff,  in  his 
account  for  fees  and  costs  collected,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and  fifty-two  dollars  and  eight  cents. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  these  officers  was  not  by  law  payable  to  the  County  until  the 
6th  day  of  January,  1879,  at  which  time  they  were  duly  paid  over  to  the  County  Treasurer. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  County  Commissioners  take  steps  to  rid  the  Collector's  ledger 
of  large  sums  said  to  be  due  the  County  from  various  collection  districts  at  Scranton,  but  which 
we  understand  are  not  due  as  represented,  in  many  cases  the  duplicates  charged  to  the  Collec- 
tors having  been  returned  to  the  Commissioners,  while  the  accounts  are  still  standing  open 
against  them,  and  making  a  large  show  of  fictitious  assets.  We  also  understand  that  the  money 
said  to  be  due  from  various  Poor  Districts  is  also  in  dispute,  and  that  the  amount  claimed  cannot 
be  relied  upon  as  being  available. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Offices  of  Prothonotary,  Clerk  of  the  Court  and  Sheirff  earned  during 
the  year  1878,  and  chargeable  to  the  County,  and  the  fees  of  office  earned  and  collected  during 
the  same  period,  as  limited  and  defined  by  the  laws  in  existence  prior  to  the  31st  day  of  March. 
A.  D.  1876,  exceed  the  salaries  which  are  prescribed  for  those  officers  and  their  clerks  in  the 
place  of  fees.  By  the  Act  of  the  date  last  given  (under  which  Act  all  fees  other  than  those 
chargeable  to  the  County  are  required  to  be  collected  for  the  use  of  and  paid  over 
to  the  County)  in  the  following  sums :  In  the  case  of  the  Office  of  Prothonotary,  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  thirty  cents.  In  the  case  of  the  Office 
of  Clerk  of  the  Courts,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  Office  of  Sheriff,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  eighty-six  dollars  and 
seventy-one  cents,  making  a  total  saving  on  revenue  for  the  County  under  the  Act  of  March 
31,  1876,  of  eleven  thousand,  four  hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and  forty-eight  cents. 

It  will  also  be  noticed  that  the  fees  of  the  Offices  of  Recorder  of  Deeds,  District  Attorney, 
and  Coroner,  earned  during  the  year  1878,  and  chargeable  to  the  County,  and  the  fees  of  office 
earned  and  collected  during  the  same  period  as  limited  and  defined  by  the  laws  in  existence 
prior  to  the  31st  of  March,  1876,  are  short  of  the  salaries  which  are  prescribed  for  those  Offices 
and  their  clerks  in  place  of  fees  in  the  following  sums  :  In  the  case  of  the  Office  of  Recorder 
of  Deeds,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  thirty  cents.  In  the  case  of 
the  Office  of  District  Attorney,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  sixty-four 
cents  ;  and  in  the  case  of  the  Office  of  Coroner,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-four  dol- 
lars and  eighty-seven  cents. 

Our  statement  of  the  amount  due  from  Collector  of  Butler  Township  for  1877,  is  objected  to 
by  him,  as  he  alledges  he  has  paid  John  McNeish,  Jr.,  late  County  Treasurer,  more  money  than 
the  Collector's  ledger  gives  him  credit  for.  Thus  the  matter  being  in  dispute  we  report  the 
sum  due  from  him  to  the  County  as  #853.37,  which  is  the  amount  charged  to  him  on  the  Col- 
lector's ledger 

Our  report  has  been  delayed  very  much  owing  to  the  conditions  of  the  County  Treasurer's 
books,  as  they  failed  to  contain  records  of  receipts  or  expenditures,  and  consequently  we  could 
not  get  any  information  of  value  from  them,  but  were  obliged  to  take  the  accounts  entirely  from 
the  daily  transactions  of  the  year,  and  from  such  data  as  was  presented  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners' books.  We  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  since  the  present  County  Commissioners 
and  County  Treasurer  have  commenced  business,  an  entire  new  system  of  book-keeping  has 
been  adopted  which  will  very  materially  assist  us  in  next  year's  audit.

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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  in  and for  the 
County  of  Luzerne.  Pennsylvania  : 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Luzerne  County  Prison,  composed  of 
the  County  Commissioners,  L.  C.  Darte,  J.  D.  Harris  and  Stephen  Turnbach, 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  and  two  Prison  Commissioners  appointed  by 
your  Honorable  Court  on  the  first  day  of  February,  1879,  for  the  ensuing  year, 
under  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  13th  April,  1868,  Wesley  Johnson  and  J.  A. 
Merrick,  who,  having  resigned,  was  succeeded  on  the  first  of  April,  1879,  by  M. 
J.  Philbin,  who,  on  his  decease,  was  succeeded  on  the  6th  day  of  No\ ember 
1879,  by  L.  D.  Shoemaker,  appointed  to  fill  out  the  vacancy — present  this,  their 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  said  prison  for  the  year  1879,  as  required  by  law. 

The  list  annexed  contains  the  number  of  prisoners  in  confinement  for  the 
year,  their  ages,  sex,  offense,  alleged  place  of  nativity,  time  of  confinement  and 
discharge,  and  such  other  information  as  is  required  by  said  act. 

No  death  has  occurred  within  the  year  of  persons  in  confinement,  and  the 
health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  uniformly  good.  The  report  of  the  prison  phy- 
sician, herewith  presented,  more  fully  sets  forth  the  sanitary,  condition  of  the 
prison. 

Discipline  has  been  maintained  and  good  order  prevailed,  and  resort  to 
extraordinary  punishment  has  not  been  found  necessary  in  any  case. 

The  Commissioners  desire  to  express  their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  prison  has  been  managed  under  the  able  and  efficient  officers 
in  charge  of  it  during  the  past  year. 

Prisoners  sentenced  to  labor  are  kept  employed  at  some  useful  work,  either 
improving  the  condition  of  the  prison  interior  or  in  the  manufacturing  depart- 
ment. The  work  done  is  mostly  weaving,  either  of  carpets  or  sheeting,  and  the 
common  striped  stuff  from  which  the  uniform  of  the  convicts  is  made.  AVe 
would  say  in  this  connection,  however,  that  the  terms  of  sentence  of  most  of  the 
convicts  is  too  short  to  enable  them  to  learn  a  trade,  so  as  to  make  their  services 
remunerative  while  in  confinement  here,  and  we  would  recommend  to  the 
Honorable  Court,  that  as  there  are  ample  accommodations  for  detaining  persons 
sentenced  to  labor  in  our  county  prison,  that  no  prisoners  be  sent  to  the  State 
penitentiary  unless  from  the  nature  of  the  offense  the  law  expressly  requires  such 
sentence  to  be  imposed. 

All  the  prisoners  now  in  confinement  are  in  one  wing  of  the  prison,  leaving 
the  other  tenantless,  and  the  one  used  is  but  partly  filled.  We  feel  it  our  duty 
to  make  the  above  suggestions  to  the  court,  believing  it  to  be  to  the  interest  of 
the  tax-payers  of  the  county  to  keep  their  prisoners  at  home,  now  that  the 
diminished  number  to  be  cared  for  leaves  us  a  suitable  place  to  detain  these  con- 
victs under  sentence  at  labor,  and  that  in  so  doing  the  cause  of  justice  and 
humanity  will  in  no  wise  suffer  by  the  change.  If  deemed  advisable,  workshops 
might  be  built,  and  the  prisoners  worked  on  the  congregate  plan  by  day,  to  be 
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securely  locked  up  in  separate  cells  by  night,  as  provided  by  Act  of  Assembly, 
approved  the  3d  day  of  April,  1873.    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REMARKS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Luzerne 


We,  the  undersigned  County  Auditors  in  and  for  said  county,  respectfully  report,  that  we  be 
gan  the  annual  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  following  named  officers  of  Luzerne  County,  on 
ivlonday,  the  2d  day  of  February,  1880,  at  our  office,  in  the  Court  House,  in  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa, 
viz:  The  accounts  of  the  Oounty  Commissioners,  L.  C.  Darte,  Stephen  Turnbach  and  J.  D.  Harris; 
of  the  late  Clerk  of  the  Courts,  R.  J.  James  and  D.  S.  Williams;  of  the  late  Prothonotary,  A.  P. 
Barber;  of  the  Sheriff,  P.  J.  Kenny;  of  the  late  District  Attorneys,  C.  E.  Rice  and  F.  M.  Nichols; 
of  the  Recorder,  T.  R.  Peters;  of  the  Register  of  Wills,  M.  B.  Crary;  of  the  Treasurer,  John  T. 
Griffith;  of  the  County  Surveyor,  J.  L.  Lawrence,  and  of  the  Coroner,  Henry  Banks. 

That  each  of  said  officers  had  knowledge  of  the  pendancy  of  their  accounts  before  us,  and  that 
since  the  time  mentioned,  we  have  carefully  audited,  settled  and  adjusted  their  respective 
accounts.  Our  findings  with  respect  to  the  accounts  of  each  officer  is  contained  in  the  forego- 
ing stated  accounts  and  schedules,  to  which  we  make  especial  reference  as  a  part  of  our  report, 
and  as  will  appear  from  these  we  find: 

First— That  the  various  moneys  authorized  to  be  expended  by  the  County  Commissioners  were 
properly  and  legally  disbursed,  and  that,  therefore,  their  accounts  with  the  county  for  theperiod 
aforesaid,  stood  balanced  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1880. 

Second — That  on  the  day  last  aforesaid,  there  was  due  to  the  County  of  Luzerne  from  John  T. 
Griffith,  County  Treasurer,  the  following  sums  of  money  belonging  to  the  several  Funds  required 
to  be  kept  separate  by  him,  viz:  The  sum  of  twenty-six  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
dollars  and  forty-seven  cents  belonging  to  the  "County  Fund;"  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  four 
hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  belonging  to  the  "County  Bridge  Fund;" 
the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  and  eighty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  belonging  to  the  "School 
Fund;"  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  thirty -nine  cents  belonging  to 
the  "Road  Fund;"  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  six  dollars  and  ninety  cents  belonging  to  the 
"Poor  Fund;"  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars  belonging  to  the  "Bounty 
Fund;"  the  sum  of  four  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  belonging  to  the  "Militia  Fund;"  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  seven  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents  belonging  to  the  "Dog  Tax 
Fund,"  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  fifty -five  cents  belonging  to  the  "  Redemption 
Fund,"  for  the  use  of  purchasers  at  Treasurer's  sales,  making  a  total  amount  due  the  county  from 
said  John  T.  Griffith  of  thirty-nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  six- 
teen cents. 

Third — That  on  the  day  last  aforesaid,  there  was  due  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  from 
said  Treas.  John  T.  Griffith,  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and  ninety  cents, 
as  follows:  Seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  seven  cents  belonging  to  the  "State  Tax 
Fund;"  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  and  twelve  cents,  being  "  lax  on 
Loans;"  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  seventv-two  cents  belonging  to  the  "  Phamphlet  Laws  Fund;" 
the  sum  of  forty  nine  dollars  and'  seventy-five  cents  belonging  to  the  "Liquor  License  Fund;" 
the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents  belonging  to  the 
"  "  ercantile  License  Fund,"  and  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  eighty-seven 
cents,  being  "State  Tax  on  Bank  Shares." 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  statement  of  balances  standing  to  the  credit  of  John  T.  Grif- 
fith as  County  Treasurer  of  Luzerne  County,  in  the  various  banks  used  by  him  as  depositaries  of 
County  and  State  Funds,  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1880,  and  are  satisfied  that  he  had  the  sums 
of  money  above  mentioned  standing  to  his  credit  at  the  date  aforesaid. 

Fourth — That  on  the  flth  day  of  January,  1880,  the  accounts  of  the  late  Clerks  of  the  Courts, 
Robert  J.  James  and  D.  S.  Williams,  were  balanced. 

Fifth — That  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1880,  the  accounts  of  the  late  Prothonotary,  A.  P.  Bar- 
ber, were  balanced . 

Sixth— That  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1880,  the  accounts  of  C.  E.  Rice  and  F.  M.  Nichols, 
District  Attorneys,  were  balanced. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  offices  of  Register  of  Wills  and  Sheriff  earned  during  the  year  1870  and 
chargeable  to  the  county,  and  the  fees  of  office  earned  and  collected  during  the  same  period,  as 
limited  and  defined  by  the  laws  in  existence  pi  ior  to  the  31st  day  of  March,  1876.  exceed  the  sala- 
ries which  are  prescribed,  for  those  officers  and  their  clerks  in  the  place  of  fees.  By  the  Act  of 
the  date  last  given  (under  which  Act  all  fees,  other  than  those  chargeable  to  the  county,  are 
required  to  be  collected  for  the  use  of  and  paid  over  to  the  county,  in  the  case  of  the  office  of 
Register,  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  dollars  and  seventy-seven  cents,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
office  of  Sheriff,  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents,  making  a  total 
saving  on  revenue  for  the  county  of  three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

It  will  also  be  noticed  that  the  fees  of  the  office  of  Recorder  of  Deeds  earned  during  the 
year  1879  and  chargeable  to  the  county,  and  the  fees  of  the  office  earned  and  collected  during  the 
same  period  as  limited  and  defined  by  the  laws  in  existence  prior  to  the  31st  of  March,  1876,  are 
short  of  the  salary  which  is  prescribed  for  this  office  and  its  clerks  in  place  of  fees,  in  the  sum 
of  fifteen  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents. 

We  feel  that  it  is  only  just  to  faithful  and  conscientious  officials  to  say  thr.t  the  accounts  of  1;he 
'  'ounty  Commissioners'  office  and  that  of  the  County  Treasurer  are  kept  in  such  manner  that 
their  system  would  do  credit  to  any  business  house  in  the  county,  and  that  no  taxpayer  in  his 
individual  capacity  can  be  more  exact  in  the  method  of  keeping  accounts  of   incomes  and 
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expenditures.
